The two parts into which it has been found convenient 
to divide the following List are, in general, sufficiently- 
distinct ; nevertheless the literature of the one is occasion • 
ally so connected with that of the other as to render 
reference to both necessary in certain classes. When this 
is the case a cross-reference is given, as at p. 68, where the 
student is referred also to the class "Exhibitions" in 
Part I. 

It will be seea ia examining the following pages that 
many books, articles, pamphlets, etc., are named, the titles 
of which do not indicate any bearing on the subject of the 
List : in these cases the page to be referred to is usually quoted. 
No doubt such research could have been carried further ; it 
is, however, hoped that what has been done may prove 
useful to those who have not yet had opportunity of 
becoming familiar with Art Literature. 

The list of books and patriphlets illustrating the " Bayeux 
Tapestry," which is fairly complete, will be found in Part II , 
Needlework, p. 54 ; the popular title of " Tapestry '' being 
calculated to mislead : cross-reff rences, however, will direct 
any student who may require to be reminded that the 
work is not a woven Tapestrj^, but a piece of embroidery. 

As this List will probably be consulted by students of 
Lace designs, the section entitled " Patterns," p. 77, has 
been formed in order to bring together a large amount of 
material available for their purposes which would otherwise 
have to be looked for under various classes. Reference 
should also be made to the large collection of photographs 
of decorative art possessed by the Art Library, which 
includes illustrations of remarkable specimens of lace of 
various countries and periods. 

The titles throughout the List are for the most part 
abbreviated, especially the long and often quaint headings 
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in old Italian or French^ of the early lace-pattern books ; 
the object of the List not being bibliographical. These 
pattern books with fanciful titles, — such as *' La Fleur de 
la Science de Pourtraicture/' &c., *' L'honesto Essempio del 
vertuoso desiderio," &c., " Corona delle nobili et virtuose 
donne," &c., — ^produced in Italy, France, and Germany, 
often contain admirable designs for the finer kinds of lace 
and needlework. They are now rare and difficult to obtain 
in a perfect condition, many of the copies having no doubt 
been worn out by use. 

Facsimile reproductions of some of the most important 
have, however, been recently published in limited editions 
by Ferd. Ongania, of Venice, and others ; and these fac- 
similes, the titles of which will be found in the List, are 
executed with so much care that they answer the purpose of 
students of design almost or quite as well as the originals. 
A series of tracings filled in as facsimiles by Ch. Ernest 
Clerget of some rare 16th century French and Italian lace- 
pattern books are also included in the List.
